In February the CTA cut its bus service 
by 18 percent because of budget woes.

Last year the winner was the No. 156 -LaSalle, which one rider likened 
to “Russian Roulette” because of bus bunching issues. 

In addition, GP is soliciting nominations for the second annual 
Crust Station contest to determine the lousiest CTA station. The 
Wilson Red Line station won last year’s contest in a landslide that 
featured creative submissions, including a haiku about peeling paint. 

Here are the rules: E-mail me at tswartz@tribunexom with the bus 
route number or station name in the subject line of the e-mail. Don’t 
forget your full name, age and neighborhood and a reason or two 
about why you nominated the route or station. GP also is accepting 
photos of hideous CTA stations.

» Bad bunching: Service cuts seemed to have revived the reviled bus 
bunching phenomenon— when buses arrive in pairs like gym socks. 
Call out routes that give you two buses for the price of one.

Derrick House is lucky to get a few hours of 
sleep during summer nights. His phone rings 
off the hook after midnight many mornings 
as his Humboldt Park neighbors beckon him 
to come out— for work, not play 

House, 45, is an outreach worker for the 
anti-violence group CeaseFire West in Hum- 
boldt Park. He works to mediate conflicts in 
the neighborhood and the phone calls occur 
as an argument is getting ready to escalate to 
violence, he said. 

“WeVe been coming in on our days off,” 
House said. “We’re trying to make sure don’t 
nobody get killed.” 

House’s office recently got a phone call 
from a father who was concerned because he 
noticed his son had taken his revolver. The 
father called a CeaseFire West worker, who 
tracked down the boy and talked him out of 
shooting his ex-girlfriend’s new boyfriend, 
said Tio Hardiman, director of CeaseFire Il- 
linois, which works to prevent gun violence. 

Hardiman said his workers have been busy 
this year. Chicago saw 259 homicides from 
January through July, about the same amount 
recorded during that time in 2009, accord- 
ing to a RedEye analysis of preliminary po- 
lice data. Humboldt Park was the hardest-hit 
community area with 18 homicides, RedEye 
determined. 

To combat the violence in the area, the 
CeaseFire West office has six outreach work- 
ers, four violence interrupters, a program 
manager and an outreach worker supervisor. 

The eastern portion of the neighborhood 
is covered in a separate Logan Square/Hum- 
boldt Park office, Hardiman said. 

House is an outreach worker, which means 
he recruits gang members or people with a 
history of violence ages 16 to 25 to become 
his clients by telling them how being in a 
gang can lead to incarceration. Outreach 
workers meet with their “clients” at least 
twice a week to help change their behavior 


and get them a job or enrolled in school. 

These workers, who are paid $28,000 to 
$30,000 a year, often meet with their clients’ 
parents or teachers and drive them to job in- 
terviews, Hardiman said. 

Outreach workers also help defuse poten- 
tially deadly tensions that involve their cli- 
ents. But most of the dangerous disputes are 
handled by violence interrupters, who troll 
streets late at night to stop conflicts and pre- 
vent retaliation for previous violence. 

Violence interrupters listen to both sides 
of the conflict and try to negotiate a truce. 
People involved in the conflict often are re- 
ceptive to CeaseFire because the violence 
interrupters are well-known in the neighbor- 
hood, Hardiman said. 

About 75 percent of CeaseFire’s workers 
have criminal backgrounds, Hardiman said. 
House was arrested and charged with mur- 
der for killing and setting afire four people

in 1985. 

He was released from prison in 2006 af- 
ter the Illinois Supreme Court tossed out 
his original conviction, ruling that the judge 
should have considered statements made by 
one of the victims before she died, according 
to Tribune reports. 

“These are the most credible messengers 
to talk to the shooters [people who shoot 
guns] out there,” Hardiman said. 

Ronald Holt, whose i6-year-old son, Blair, 
was shot and killed in Roseland in 2007, 
lauded CeaseFire as “one of the many com- 
ponents that is crucial to combatting crime.” 
The father recently was appointed director 


of the police department’s Chicago Alterna- 
tive Policing Strategy office, which works 
with communities to reduce crime. 

Holt said he hopes the ex-gang members 
CeaseFire hires pledge to not allow them- 
selves to be sucked back into a life of crime. 

“[CeaseFire] is doing some good things, 
but I just wish that they have some form of 
a disclosure of confidentiality in place in the 
CeaseFire organization that any former gang 
member that works for CeaseFire does not 
become influenced by the current gang life 
to join the gangs again or influence them to 
do the wrong thing,” Holt said. 

Hardiman said CeaseFire makes sure none

of its members “are still involved with the 
gang lifestyle.” 

Holt said that after his son died, CeaseFire 
provided several “crisis management teams” 
for his family These teams drove his family 
members around and provided grief counsel- 
ors for his son’s friends, Holt said. 

But CeaseFire mostly focuses on stopping 
violence before it occurs than dealing with 
its aftermath. Hardiman said from April to 
June, CeaseFire West mediated 34 conflicts 
by preventing violence in its area, which ap- 
proximately runs east-west from Kedzie to 
Cicero avenues and north-south from Divi- 
sion to Kinzie streets. 


During that time, the CeaseFire West of- 
fice also organized four peace summits by 
bringing together neighborhood men who 
previously have been in conflicts to try to 
change their mindsets about violence. The 
office also organized eight community- 
building activities such as midnight barbe- 
cues, Hardiman said. 

Many people Icnew House as he walked 
down Ridgeway Avenue near Ohio Street 
recently with RedEye. Amid the mini-block 
parties, where kids ran around with neon- 
colored snow cones. House pointed out the 
corners where drugs frequently are sold and 
shootings take place. 


The problem with West Humboldt Park, 
House said, is there are several cliques with- 
in the Vice Lords gang that have been feud- 
ing. These cliques, which generally cover a 
block, have a long history of conflict. Hardi- 
man said the area also has been plagued with 
robberies, kidnappings and revenge killings. 
Many of the area’s residents are drug addicts 
who suffer from unemployment, Hardiman 
said. 

When he works with the neighborhood’s 
residents. House said he has two tools: his 
card and a pen. Often he brings the two par- 
ties involved in the conflict into the con- 
ference room at the CeaseFire West office. 


located on Chicago Avenue off St. Louis Av- 
enue, and where the door is rarely locked. 

He makes the groups leave their drugs and 
guns outside and then he gets to work, lis- 
tening to both sides and encouraging them 
to work out their differences. The key to 
successful high-risk conflict mediation, Har- 
diman said, is for workers not to “overtalk,” 
and instead try to foster communication 
between the two sides. House said he does 
this at all times during the day and at night- 
even when he’s supposed to be sleeping. 

His motto to his clients: “Whatever I can 
do to make your life positive. That’s what I

Chicago firefighter 
dies while battling 
blaze at restaurant

Christopher Wheatley always wanted to be a 
firefighter. 

He studied hard and trained even harder, 
his colleagues recalled just hours after he 
plunged to his death this morning while bat- 
tling a fire at a West Loop restaurant. 

“It’s not going to be easy,” said Scott Buck- 
ley, who worked with Wheatley at Engine Co. 
5. “He’ll always he part of our team. ... He’ll 
never be replaced.” 

Wheatley, 31, was carrying an ax and a hose 
up a fire escape on the side of Avec restau- 
rant, 615 W Randolph St., when he fell about 
35 feet around 12:30 a.m.. Fire Commissioner 
Robert Hoff said. Wheatley was responding 
to a grease-chute fire at the restaurant when 
he slipped while carrying up to 75 pounds of 
equipment, officials said. 

A relative at Wheatley’s father’s home 
Monday declined to speak to reporters, and 
other relatives could not be reached. 

Wheatley became a paramedic in 2000 and 
a firefighter in 2008. Hoff said Wheatley was 
well-liked and always had a smile on his face. 

Firefighters who knew Wheatley struggled 
to make sense of the tragedy 

“It’s hard to put into words; I’m still digest- 
ing it,” said Dan Zeller, who works at a fire- 
house across the street from Wheatley’s West 
Side condominium. 

Meanwhile, at the station in Lawndale 
where Wheatley worked for several years 
as a paramedic, two-year firefighter Kevin 
McDermott remembered the man he said 
showed him the ropes of the job while both 
were attending the fire academy Wheatley, 
who already had years under his belt as a para- 
medic, gave McDermott tips. 

In their class, McDermott said Wheatley 
easily distinguished himself as the joker and 
a “full-of-life kind of guy” who snapped back 
into work whenever the bell rang. 

Firefighters at Wheatley’s firehouse talked 
about his strength and his passion for his job. 

“Chris always wanted to be a firefighter,” 
said Brian Reese, with Engine Co. 5. “He was 
young, he was strong, he was aggressive.” 

Denise Dalton, a guidance counselor at

Lemont High School who taught Wheatley 
as a sophomore, said he was “more than just a 
kid on a football team.” 

Wheatley founded a club with his fellow 
teammates called Athletes Committed to 
Excellence. They were role models for junior 
high school and younger high school students 
and taught them about the importance of not 
drinking, as well as making healthy choices in 
general, Dalton said. 

Wheatley was an avid Chicago Bears fan 
who had season tickets to home games and 
often would travel for away games, said Rus- 
sel Slagle, who trained Wheatley when he 
became a firefighter and paramedic in Rome- 
oville before working in Chicago. 

“The love of his life was becoming a fire- 
man,” Slagle said. “He actually died doing 
what he loved to do.” 

Wheatley is survived by his mother, father, 
sister and his fiancee.

Firefighter touched students’ lives 


When he wasn’t working as a firefighter, 
Christopher Wheatley taught emergency 
medical techniques to students and even 
doctors. 

Wheatley worked 
several times a 
month at the Clinical 
Performance Center, 
an office within 
the UlC College of 
Medicine that uses 
actors and manne- 
quins in “simulated 
clinical encounters.” Wheatley 

“He was always 

fun, eager to work, always showed up with 
a smile on his face,” said Cindy LeDonne, a 
simulation specialist at the center who hired 
Wheatley to work there in summer 2008. 


“He’s the kind of guy who, when he walked 
into the room, you felt better about your- 
self,” said Eric Wellbruch, who worked with 
Wheatley in simulations. 

In the simulations, students are called 
on to evaluate a medical situation, decide 
on a course of action and execute it on the 
“patient.” LeDonne said Wheatley’s role 
was akin to a proctor on an exam, oversee- 
ing the simulation and providing clues on 
symptoms that the mannequins could not 
simulate, such as swelling and change in skin 
complexion. 

As an instructor, Wheatley was patient and 
could sense where students were having dif- 
ficulty, which allowed him to provides input 
without hurting feelings. 

“And he made it fun,” LeDonne said.

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Hot line for 
violence for 
CPS students 

Students at Chicago Public Schools will get a 
telephone hot line to report information about 
possible outbreaks of violence, and officials hope 
it will help prevent shootings and beatings that 
can erupt when the dismissal bell rings. 

Gov Pat Quinn signed a law Monday requir- 
ing the Chicago Board of Education to work 
with city police to create the hot line by January, 
though officials were unclear whether the phone 
line will be up by then. Students will be able to 
report information anonymously but the calls 
must be recorded by police, who also are charged 
with investigating the tips. 

Information about the hot line, including the 
yet-to-be-established phone number, must be 
posted in each school. 

Students often hear of potential conflicts long 
before the police, said State Rep. Monique Da- 
vis, a Chicago Democrat who sponsored the leg- 
islation. Giving them a direct line to police will 
help stop violence before it breaks out, Davis 
said. She contended such an outlet might have 
prevented the fatal beating outside Fenger High 
School last year. 

“It is enough? No it is not,” Davis said. “This 
bill is but a small attempt to assist the police in 
stopping, preventing {and} knowing who is doing 
what.”

Shoppers enjoy 
tax break, but 
news not all good 

Parents have another reason to look forward to 
back-to-school season. 

Illinois’ first statewide back-to-school sales 
tax holiday started Friday and continues through 
Sunday During the lo-day period, the 5 percent 
portion of sales tax is waived. Shoppers still are 
on the hook for the county and city portions of 
the tax, which makes the total 4.75 percent in 
Chicago. And while the holiday is aimed at back- 
to-school shoppers, they aren’t the only ones 
who can save some dough.

A new report says Chicago has the highest re- 
tail sales tax in the nation at 9.75 percent. 

Chicago just edged out F.A., which has a 
9.5 percent sales tax rate. 


Two of the state’s biggest allies in the fight 
against Asian carp got a first-hand glimpse of 
the threat Monday while touring Starved Rock 
State Park. 

U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin (D-Ill.) and U.S. Rep. 
Debbie Halvorson (D-Crete) joined wildlife 
officials on a boat tour in an area of the Illi- 
nois River already inundated with the feared 
invasive species, about 100 miles southwest of 
Chicago. 

From their boat, Durbin and Halvorson saw 
biologists jolt the water with electrical current, 
forcing Asian carp to leap from the water. Park 
officials worry that if the growing Asian carp 
population becomes entrenched in this part of 
the river, it will endanger boaters and threaten 
to deplete a native fishing stock that is crucial 
to attracting tourists. 

“This effort today showed us first-hand what 
we’re facing,” Durbin said. “We understand 
what’s happening under the water here will 
have an impact on the future of the Illinois 
River and the Great Fakes.” 

Over the past month, biologists have used 
nets and electro-fishing to capture about 
100,000 pounds of Asian carp from the wa- 


ters at Starved Rock, just a fraction of the carp 
population believed to be there. The effort 
is a small piece of the nearly $100 million the 
federal government is spending on Asian carp 
removal in the Great Fakes states this year, 
Durbin said. 

“We’re trying to find every way we can to 
stop this fish and keep it from the Great Fakes,” 
Durbin said. 

Fast month. Gov Pat Quinn announced Il- 
linois was investing about $2 million to expand 
the capabilities of a Downstate fish processing 
plant that hopes to send as much as 30 million 
pounds of Asian carp a year to upscale restau- 
rants in China. More recently state officials 
have been looking at Asian carp as a boon to 
recreational fishing as well, last week helping 
organize a bow fishing tournament in the river 
town of Spring Valley 

Because Asian carp feed on plankton, 
they’re virtually impossible to catch with a tra- 
ditional rod and reel. So anglers at Spring Val- 
ley stalked the fish at night using flashlights 
to lure them up to the boat, said Marc Miller, 
director of the Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources.

After ii days on the 
lam, Arizona prison escapee Tracy 
Province was captured without incident

Province es- 
caped July 30 from 
an Arizona prison 
with two other 
men. U.S. Marshal 
David Gonzales 
said the only one 
of the three still free, John Charles Mc- 
Cluskey 45, and his alleged accomplice, 
Casslyn Mae Welch, 43, have moved out of 


Yellowstone National Park but still are in 
the Wyoming area. 

The other inmate, Daniel Renwick, 35, 
was arrested the day after the prison es- 
cape in Rifle, Colo., after a shootout with 
police. 

Gonzales said authorities were notifled 
by a Meeteetse citizen who sat and talked 
with Province on Sunday on the steps of 
a church in town. When the woman re- 
turned home and saw the news reports, 
she immediately recognized Province and 
called police. 

U.S. marshals staked out the church and 
arrested Province at 6:20 a.m. Monday 
Gonzales said. Province was carrying a 9 


mm pistol, he added. The U.S. Marshals 
Service said the escaped convict was carry- 
ing a hitchhiking sign with “Casper” writ- 
ten on it. 

“He was relieved this manhunt was over 
for him,” Gonzales said. 

Before the escape. Province was serving 
a life sentence for murder and armed rob- 
bery while McCluskey was serving 15 years 
for attempted second-degree murder and 
other charges. 

Welch helped Province, McCluskey and 
Renwick escape by throwing cutting tools 
over a prison fence, according to Charles 
Ryan, director of Arizona’s Department of 
Corrections.

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Sox nation is starting to believe again as team rekindles memories of 2005 title run

It’s been a long, hot summer in Chicago. But 
somehow the White Sox have been even hotter. 

Lately, the Sox have been the talk of the base- 
ball world. They went on an ii-game winning 
streak in June, their longest win streak in 49 years. 
And since the beginning of June, they have been 
one of the hottest teams in baseball. 

That has put the South Siders in first place in 
the AL Central as a showdown with the rival Min- 
nesota Twins begins Tuesday night at U.S. Cellular 
Field. 

It’s enough to have fans believing— just like 
they did when the Sox won the World Series in 
2005. 

Bill Guide, co-owner of Sox bar Cork and Ker- 
ry, said he’s seen interest in the team build since 
the Sox’s slow start to the season. Fans now are 
strongly behind the team, he said, and the num- 
ber of people turning out to watch the games at 
his bar has steadily increased. 

“White Sox fans are intelligent baseball fans, 
and they are cautiously optimistic,” Guide said. 

But Brandon Hodolitz, 19, of Crest HiU, was a 
believer from the start. He founded a Facebook 
group “2010 White Sox = 2010 World Series 
Champs” a week before the season began. 

“With the roster they have, they will be playoff 
contenders, and quite possibly world champs,” said 
Hodolitz, a student at Robert Morris University 

Hodolitz said he never doubted the Sox during 
their struggles and said nothing has happened to 
change his mind. 

“The starting pitching is there, as long as they 
get run support,” Hodolitz said. “This is the year 


of the pitcher, just look at the number of perfect 
games and no-hitters.” 

But James Fegan, White Sox Observer blogger, 
wasn’t as confident. 

“Of course I doubted them, they looked awful,” 
he said. “They were getting blown out every 10 
games.” 

Hodolitz said the Sox’s slow start also might 
have something to do with the success of the 
Blackhawks. 

“The hype that was brought to Chicago hockey 
rather than baseball was tremendous,” he said. 
“The Sox were just caught up in the hype I guess. 
I certainly was.” 

Howard Bender, who runs southsideswingers. 
com, said the Sox suffered from a lack of identity 
as the season began. 

“Ozzie Guillen was looking for a more balanced 
lineup with less reliance on the long ball, and 
the bats struggled to adjust,” Bender said. “Not 
to mention, our rotation wasn’t in any kind of a 
groove, and our starters, save for Freddy Garcia 
and John Banks, were failing to keep the opposi-

don in check enough for us to squeak by in close 
games.” 

Bender credited Gavin Floyd’s June 8 start 
against Detroit as the turning point for the Sox. 
Fegan agreed. 

“When Gavin Floyd, a guy who seemed to have 
his heart set on pitching his way off the big-league 
roster, morphed into one of the top 10 pitchers in 
baseball, then I knew something really special— 
and weird— was happening,” Fegan said. 

Bender thinks the team is set up well in the AL 
Central. 

“I’m definitely thinking postseason run here,” 
Bender said. ‘Are they this good? I think so, but 
a little help may be needed to finish the job this 
season. We have a sound veteran staff, and they 
know what’s expected of them for the second 
half” 

The Sox’s success has brought back memories 
of the 2005 World Series winners. Guide wouldn’t 
compare the atmosphere around this year’s team 
to that of 2005 yet, but he said if the Sox can hold 
on to first place— or close to it— until September, 
he can see it being similar. 

But Fegan says he sees flashes of the 2005 team 
in this year’s squad, although the defense doesn’t 
quite stack up. 

“I would actually go out on a limb and say that 
the starting pitching, and certainly the bullpen, is 
comparable to the ’05 team,” he said. 

Cork and Kerry opened a new location in 
Bridgeport near U.S. Cellular Field on June ii, just 
as the Sox began their hot streak. Coincidence? 

“We’re taking credit for it,” Guide said, laugh- 
ing.
